No other kuowledge is required 
in these functionaries, but that of giving 
Asuitable turn, and coloring to the cir- 
Culars. They have no other duty to 
Perform, but that of executing them rì- 
Sorousiy.

to the welfare of the people. If the cire 
culars were to he withheid, the bustacss 
of domestic administration would; be at a 
stand. Those who orster, oniy. think of 
the wants of the moment; those wha 
execute, dare not look further 3. nathing 
more can be done than what the circular 
preseribes. There is na discretiosary 
power lef to the prefect, to the subepre- 
fect or the mayor, either to du good or 
toavert evil. Such a system necessarily 
leads to a sordid and slavisu spirit ui 
those who fil the public aîfices. Where 
the power of doing good, is totally want= 
ing, die desire wal soon vamshe Thas 
itis with the Frencù functionaries, who 
consider the public good asa mere Cüt= 
mera, and who value their offices soleiy 
on account of the emolumeut or Consea 
quence which they yield. Eke honest 
meu who may happen by chance to be 
of their nufaber, finding themscfves unae 
leto do good, or to pursue the bent of 
tbeir inclmatioun, become at lengti luge- 
warm and indifterent to the pubiic weal. 
They deplore for a time the wis which 
they canuot ‘remedy, and Hualiy resign 
themselves ditagether to the guidance 
of the govermneut, that ista say, to the 
condition of mere machines. in almest 
every Country, you ad a number of men 
in publie sttli0us, wavse hearts are deep!y 
interested in the uischarge or tér fums 
ttouss’ who act fromì parivisce Moiives, 
‘tits class or 
men does not exist in France.” 

“& she prefects of the departments are 
genera:iy vevoig of all the quacties wich 
wou:d, un any oiher count‚y, be deemed 
@ssentiak for whe:r stations. They are 
witinout knonledge, without zeal, without 
applicattos, devote to pleasure, and 
Gager 10 avess wealth by any raeans.

‘& Îhe gross ignorance of the latter was 
mest ludicrousiy exhibite:t in several ine 
slaicts. boume of them, conscious of 
their incrpac.ty, were dispvved (o make 
amendsfor 2, uy doing every thing. 
One oi tue number uadertouk lo pronounue 
sentesce ot death on persons aga:nst 
whom he had received complaints, and 
it was dificuit to make him unslerstanu 
tbe articles of the coustitution, COnce. 
ning “* the divisions ot powers”’—of wliich 
he had never befvre heard. Aoiher ass 
sumed the right of cashiering avy public 
fanctionary of his de partmcit, who bape 
pened to be obsoxwvous to hint, whether 
jadge, receiver, or other officer of the 
civil. establishment.—Â “third solvmnly 
distributed, without any express authors 
ty; oaken crowns ant cravals, àS national 
rcomupenses to a regiment of the line 
that passed by his pizce ot residence, 
A fourih who was dice et to pubish the 
Concordat, in his dvpartmeni, thought 
hunsclf entitled to make pricsts and 
Bishops. Some lost their plac.s by ats 
tempung fo interivre in ihe cotrecuun ot 
the revenue, a branch of the public econ- 
omy wlrich was got 4o be touched with 
1mpunity. KO 

« It has been a favourite part of Boue 
naparte’s policy with regard to the pr- 
fects, to cxpatriaie them, as the phrase 
is, les devagser; that is io suy, never to 

lace them over the depsrtvents in 
which they were born, or hoki properiy, 
in order that (heir official proceedings, 
may not be inlluenced, or their subser- 
vieucy to the government in ay menner 
checned by impulses of feelings, or moe 
tives of priva:e interest. ‘his scheme 
cuner:butes to disqu.lfy them still more 
for any purposes of public good, to which 
ther station could be rendered ministe- 
rial. 1f, however, they even possessed 
the local knowtedge necessary to enable 
them to promote the weltare of their de- 
partment, their prosênce on the spect, 
would be of no avait, as théy are: not 
inmpowered to carry into effect of their 
own accord, any measure of utility. ‘hey 
can do nothing, without first &ausiug a 
report to be made to them by the sub. 
ordinate authorities, and then transmit= 
ting their own statement to the ralers in 
Paris, whose decision is always tardy, and 
rare!y just. 

é ‘The prefcets are ordered to make an 
annual circuit in theit Atepartments, but 
they render this a mere party of pleasure, 
and a feast of vanity- Fhey travel sik 
Bounapartë, post haste, and voccuny 
themselves solely in receiving dinners and

deputations, fegardless of (he ostensible 
objects af their journey. ‘The expense 
isdefrayed by the department.” 

‘« The sub-prefects have still lese pow- 
er lo do good than the prefects. ‘They 
are little more than mere copying ma- 
chines, in the hands of the government. 
The only sphere in which they are activé. 
lv employed, is the advauceinent of the 
conscription. They are obliged to push 
this matter in person, in êvery part of 
their district.” 

< The mayor of the commùune is ant ofs 
ficer of more importance tian the sub— 
perfect. He administers the revenue 
drawn from the conmune, for local eze 
penses,and as hereceives no salary from 
the government, generally provides well 
for hinselt, out el ihe budget committed 
to his management, Nothing cán be 
more absurd than the idea of gratuitous 
service trom a publie fuactionary, in a 
country, where private interest is acsnow- 
fledged to be the sole priaciple of action.” 

«6 Most ofthe cities of Irange tost their 
corporate funds during the revolution, 
aud ar now in a state of wretched iin- 
poverisltment. Those of the frontiers 
particularly, and of the countries recently 
annexed to the empire, were brought into 
dbi bf the war, and are charged wuh 
the payment of nu:ne:ous peustous. Their 
annuitans) as welias the lower grade of 
puptie fuactionaries, are badly paid, and 
scarc.Jy able to procure clothing, 'lhese 
Cities are, neverthelvss, compelled to erect 
statues in honour of Bounaparte; ta give 
him a pompous reception when he visits 
them ; toruttpiy illnminatians, feasts, and 
bals; ‘and évén to-make him presen!s) as 
in the case of liyons and Brussels. Î 
know a city ot some magnitude which was 
disabled from lighting its lamps in, the 
wijterot 1804, in causequence of having 
sent its mayor ta Paris, to be present at 
the corouation ot Buoraparte, The moe 
ney which would have purchased oil, was 
expended in the shows of the capital, and 
almost immediately afterwards the ostrai 
meifieipal, gr the duty levied upon pro- 
visjens entcring the city, was doubled.” 

& The general and municipal assemblies 
of the departmeats, are also, in the same 
mauner as the individual functionaries, 
mere puppets in the hands of the go- 
vernment. Toe duration of their sittings, 
the period ot their meetuig, the subjects 


of their delibcrations, alt their proceed. 
ings, ‘are regalated in Paris. {t falls 


within their province ta apportion the 


taxes Among the districts of the departe 
ments and to determine what sums are to 
belevied upon then for tocal expenses. 
They are also compeiled to voie under 
the dictation oi the muuster of the interior, 
extraordimary sums to the government 
to satis:y particular exigencies.” 


ce Th: y voted, tor instance, on one ac- 
castor; … Cc rtain nuinber or ftat bottomed 
boats, tor the urvasion of England. They 
voted thus because they were come 
manded so to do.— Most oi the members 
of these assemblus, had never before 
even heard ot a flat bottomed boat. {t 
was, however, deemed aavisable, that 
this should appvar to be a spontaneous 
rzeas:ire onther part. ‘The votes were 
therefore sent to Buonaparte for his ace 
ceptance. ‘He graciousty deigned to re- 
Leve them, and even went so far, as to 
vaify them, by solemn decrees, which 
were toserted in the Moniteur. ièut the 
murmurings and lamentations witich ace 
companted these voluntary grants, were 
carefuliy suppressed. lt was with no 
sms Editeulty that a reluctant and gloo- 
ny assent was extorted from the general 
assebiies. A thousand evasive pretexts 
were urged by all of them, but with ne 
avail in any ene instance. Money was 
wontel as well as matter for the Moniteur, 
and tothis cossideratien every other was 
of course snbordinate.” 

“One of the assemblies was bold 
enough to vote for the building of the 
fiat bottomed boats, a sum due to their 
department by the public treasury, the 
payment of which; after. being long so- 
hetted, had, at tength, been given up in 
despatr. Buonaparte annutled the de- 
cre, and severely reprimanded the meme 
ters of the assembly for their temerity. 
Trey were compelled to meet again, and 
to piss another of a more satisfactory ten= 
or. All these asseuiblies, nevertheless, 
frame, at the conclusion of their sittings, 
a proces verbal, or report, in which they 
soiemn:y assert their profound devotion 
to tlre mterests, and their high admiration 
of the character of the Emperor. The 
report is sometimes carried to, Paris by 
a member of the assembly, deputed for 
the purpose. The electoral colleges prac= 
tis: the same mummeries and enjoy abont 
the. same portion of free agency in the 
perfonnance of their functions. They are 
ismited to the choice ot candidates tor the 
senate, &c, 4 


€ If the funetions of tse prefvcte, ante 
prefcets and mayors, were even dschare” 
gel with zeal, intelligence, and disinter- 
esteelness; they woukt be at all tinwes 
ottious on account of the nature af the 
objects, which they embrace, ext ofthe 
spirit in which they must br: execatet. 
'Fhese objects ere the levying ut {he 
taxes, the conscription, and: the police. 
In no country: are the oflicers ot governe 
meut, who are charged with gimitar 
branches of administration, tikely to be 
beloved, In France, where tie govern. 
ment incessantly extots, aud never gives, 
such employments must be particularly 
invidious.” 8 
& Phe weieht and multitude of the 
taxes are truly dreadful, Fa comparme 
their present nature aad amount, with 
what they were before the revorntion, 
IE will be found that the French peopie 
have gained nothing Ey the exchange. 
Most of the abuses which were ascrhed 
to the oid system of taxation, are inherent 
inthat ot the imperial regine, Formers 
ly, some particular classes wers abometner 
exempt from the paynient of taxes, white 
others were overourthened, The la:ter 
complained, and very justly. Now th:ee 
is no exen:ptioa wiatevecs all pay, …l 
are surcharged, all complain, and with 
good reason, The oppressive load of 
Vie tatee, is, morcover, aggravated by 
the military epirit of the government. 
While the ruler oi France, is intent porn

Conqurs', commerce tanguishes, ereckh:t 
disappeurs, and no branch of industry 
can prosper. A tyranuical and military 
dominion, however suceessful in foreiga 
wars, can never inspire confidence, ant 
must necessarily paralize “the aris of 
peace.”* 


££ All the publie functionaries are more 
or less concerned in the unpositiou and 
collection of the tax:s. Those, however, 
who collect them, have no conntex:on 
whatever with those who are clrurged 
with the task either of furnishing an 
estimate to the treasury, ofthe jopule- 
ton and reseurces of their districts, or 
of ctistributing amonz the inhabitants, 
the contingent preserined by the govern. 
ment. The authoriiy to rectity wrieve 
El "r, M f an f 
ances is also lodeed in a clistinct bode 
of men, the council of prefecture, who 
reside in the chief city of the department, 
and are exceedingly slow in their delibe 
erations, Before the inhabitaat, who 
finds himself uuaequally hurdened, car 
obtain a decision on his cas“, the ur pore 
tunate taxsgatherer wres:s from him the 
sum demanded, an} any thing Ike speedy 
or full redress, becones then altogther 
hoprless. The faactionary who livcs 
near him, and whom he may happe 
in the bitterness of his chagria, to accuse 
ot oppressiou, shrugs his shouiders and 
tells him, that he isthe mere inst ument 
of the law, and unabie to give relief, or 
even to repair the mischievous errors, into 
which he may acknowledge himstlf to 
have fallen.” 


£< The same thing happens in the ease 
of the conscription; but this is a matter 
of somewhat greater importance than the 
question of paying taxes. A man mar 
suffer his last farthing to be wrenche:l 
from him, but the trial becomes almost 
too severe, when he is called upon to 
deliver up for ever his chid, the support 
and consotation of his hifs. 'The mavors 
superintend ‘this disastrous transaction 
in its preliminary stages. They frame 
the lists of conscripts fram the parish 
registers. They summòn the absent to 
appear; (hey invite, exhort, supplicne 
and threaten, They asscmbie those who 
are fortfi-coming,==harangue them,—talk 
magnificently of the prowess and glorv 
of the armies, and êxpatiate upon the 
satstactions and advantages of the mil 
itary services. The conscripts tremble, 
werp, andareoverwhelined u despair—but 
they are of the proper age, and must march. 
The mayors can give no exemption— 
they have nothing further to do, when 
the lots are draws, but to conduct the 
conscripts to the borders of the district. 
The iatter are preceded by martial music, 
and accompanied by soos and groiuns, 
which it is the business ofthe mavors to 
stffle if possible, by causing thein to 
shout forth half bronen convulsive crics 
of vize Bonaparte. Every year this 
scene je reprateii, and at euch recurrence 
the publie functionaries are actors of the 
drama. "The mayors can listen to na 
remonstrances. This is the province 
of “the council of inlistment’—of the pre 
fect—of the sub-prefect——or the minister 
ot war, whose opinion must be had, be- - 
fore any thing can be done to administer 
relief—even in the case of palpable ex- 

ceplionsto the law.”
